Dam of the Derby Winner 


N the morning after Hoop, Jr., had made 

something of a runaway of the Kentucky 
Derby, the thought came that a postponed visit 
to Circle M Farm at Lexington was considerably 
overdue, and that since that establishment housed 
the dam of the Derby winner this was a better 
time than most. Accordingly it may be set down 
that One Hour, a stakes winner in her own right 
and dam of a numerous and successful brood in- 
cluding Split Second, Magic Hour, and Sir Jef- 
frey, as well as Hoop, Jr., is a small bay mare 
with black points, and no marks except a small 
star high on her forehead. Her 20 years show in 
the fact that her back has dropped a little, and 
gray hairs are appearing in her forelock, but in 
her racing days she must have been a neat, com- 
pact, well balanced filly, for she is not ungainly 
us old broodmares often are, even today. 

She has two daughters at the farm, one being 
the 7-year-old Zero Hour, which may be best 
identified as the dam of Sixty Minutes, a promis- 
ing Johnstown filly which won her first start at 
Jamaica during the opening week. The other is 
a yearling bay filly by Johnstown—a_three- 
quarter sister to Sixty Minutes. This is a smooth, 
neat filly with a high-set tail. She is a little on 
the small side but Manager Burrel Gardener says 
she is bigger than Sixty Minutes was at the same 
age. 


Circle M's History 


N the day Santa Anita Park opened, which 

was December 25, 1935, Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
S. Moore were living in California. California 
was getting a bit horse-conscious at the time, and 
Mr. Moore gave his wife a horse for a Christmas 
present. It was a Man o’ War colt, not otherwise 
distinguished, but it started something. It is 
rather difficult to own one horse, and pretty soon 
Mr. Moore was buying more. At first they were 
mostly platers, cast-offs from the Eastern stables 
which were racing at Santa Anita, but the stable 
got a rather good sort of horse from Alfred Van- 
derbilt in the Balko colt Speed to Spare. He was 
a stakes winner at two for his breeder, and for 
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Number 25 


Circle M he won a good many races, including the 
Interborough and New Rochelle Handicaps, and 
placed in a dozen or more other stakes. Speed to 
Spare had the most intense sort of speed; his 
only trouble was that he could stop as fast as he 
could run, and six furlongs was as far as he would 


go. 

The heyday of the stable came in 1941, when 
Big Pebble won the Widener and Washington 
Park Handicaps and the Hollywood Gold Cup, 
and what with one thing and another picked up 
about $160,000 and some very handsome pieces 
of plate. Altogether the stable won $219,000 that 
year and was fourth on the owners’ list. Progress 
was checked, however, by the resignation of W. B. 
Finnegan, who had trained Big Pebble, and the 
stable hardly got going again-until R. E. Wing- 
field took over something more than a year ago. 
Three of the 2-year-olds have won since racing 
began again, and apparently the best older horse 
is Great Rush, a 6-year-old Cavalcade gelding 
which has won two good overnight handicaps in 
New York this year, beating such horses as Fura- 
sian, “Rounders, and Saguaro. 


Origins 


INCE the stable silks—a circumscribed blue M 

on a white jacket—first appeared in the far 
West it was a logical assumption that the name 
Circle M had its genesis as a cattle brand, and Mr. 
Moore’s extensive cattle holdings in Wyoming re- 
inforced the notion. But the design was origi- 
nated on the East Coast as a yacht flag—Mr. 
Moore’s business interests lay chiefly in the East, 
American Can and National Biscuit being the 
main ones. As a cattle brand it proved a failure 
—unless you used the whole side of a cow it had 
a tendency to blur. But as a racing emblem it has 
been considerably more successful. 

Circle M Farm was formerly owned by the late 
Roy Carruthers, and it lies just back of Keeneland 
on a high, windswept ridge. The stables which 
came with the place are still in use, but Mr. 
Moore has added a good deal in the way of fenc- 
ing and other improvements. The stable colors 
have been worked into the fencing, with the top 
rail painted blue—on the outside only, of course, 
since you don’t want a yearling to fail to see the 
top rail and attempt to jump only the bottom 
three. 

Of the 14 mares which now have either suck- 
lings or yearlings or both, no less than seven are 
by *Sir Gallahad III. Mr. Moore hardly objects 
to this, but it was in a sense fortuitous. When

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Robert A. Fairbairn (who bred Hoop, Jr.) de- 
cided to retire from Thoroughbred production he 
could of course have dispersed his mares at auc- 
tion. But in his early business career he had 
been advantageously associated with Mr. Moore’s 
father, and he offered the entire band to Circle M 
at a very reasonable figure. As it turned out, 
the dams of two Derby winners were included, 
the other being Countess Time, the dam of Galla- 
hadion. She has a suckling colt by Big Pebble, 
a big-bodied well grown colt which is perhaps the 
most attractive individual of the crop, and a year- 
ling by the same sire, a_ substantial, strong- 
quartered, short-cannoned filly which is reputed 
be the fastest of the yearlings in paddock gal- 
ops. 

Two of the other mares have already produced 
stakes winners. Hocus Pocus, by *Sir Gallahad 
III, is the dam of Broad Ripple, and she has a big, 
gawky, overgrown yearling filly by Stimulus 
which might be anything or nothing. Malvina B., 
by Sir John Johnston, and dam of Special Agent, 
has a suckling filly by Big Pebble, and I hear that 
a good deal is expected of her 2-year-old, a filly 
named Special Gal, not yet a starter. 

One rather recent addition is the 8-year-old 
Lima, by Peace Chance. Mr. Moore wanted a sea- 
son to *Mahmoud and couldn’t get it, so he bought 
from the C. V. Whitney farm a mare carrying a 
*Mahmoud foal. It was a rather close thing, too. 
He sent over a check and a van, and had just got 
Lima off the place when the farm office got tele- 
phoned instructions not to sell her. She has a bay 
*Mahmoud colt now; I had seen him briefly a 
month earlier and he looked very light, but he has 
grown into a husky colt now. This seems to be 
the early history of a good many foals by *Mah- 
moud—they are very light at birth but pick up 
rapidly. 

A good deal of the young stock is by Big Peb- 
ble. Possibly the best of his yearlings are the 
colts out of Heralder and Marching Along, the 
latter mare being by Man o’ War out of War 
Admiral’s grandam. Her colt is a good-bodied 
sort, with a well made forehand and joints which 
promise soundness. Marching Along’s daughter, 
Marchelin, by *Sir Gallahad III, has a very at- 
tractive yearling filly by *Rhodes Scholar, a 
short-backed, neat, well balanced individual. 

After a siege of fillies for two years, this sea- 
son’s crop included seven colts to three fillies.

Friendly Gal, by *Sir Gallahad III—*Filante, has 
a blazed-faced filly by Whirlaway; she has been 
plagued by illness almost since her birth, but 
seems to be coming out of it now. The other two 
fillies are a bay by Big Pebble—Malvina B., and 
another bay by Bimelech—Zero Hour, which 
would be my choice of the three. 

The colts include five by Big Pebble, the mares 
being Bel Tempo, by High Time; Countess Time, 
by Reigh Count; Heralder, Lily Maid, and Rouge 
et Noir, all by *Sir Gallahad III. Of the other 
two, the one from Lima has been mentioned. The 
seventh is a very attractive one by Our Boots out 
of Marching Along; he is close-coupled, and has 
a very good head, and on the farm is rated second 
best of the crop. 

Circle M is not a particularly large farm, and 
Mr. Moore does not plan to expand his production 
above its present level, give or take a foal or two. 
The general idea is to supplement the farm prod- 
ucts with an occasional yearling purchase or so, 
both to reinforce the stable and diversify the 
bloodlines available to the farm. But when you 
consider that a yearling colt, chiefly designed as a 
Christmas present, has developed in ten years into 
a full-fledged nursery, it’s a little hard to predict 
what Circle M may become.

The Death of Gainsborough 


N Associated Press dispatch under date of 

June 8 reported the death of the famous 
stallion Gainsborough at the Harwood Stud of the 
late Lady James Douglas at Newbury, England, 
where, with the exception of a day or so at the 
sales paddock as a yearling and the months he 
was in training, he had spent his entire life. 

In the stress of times like these the death of a 
race horse, even if a famous one, cannot demand 
much attention as international news, and most 
of the newspapers in America either killed the 
story or failed to receive it. Even a specialized 
publication such as THE BLoop-HorsE finds it 
quite impossible to give space and time to some 
of the more significant developments in its field. 
But the story of Gainsborough is one of the most 
important stories of modern times, insofar as the 
breed of Thoroughbreds is concerned. It demands 
attention. 

The story can begin as well as anywhere else 
at an obscure auction held at Hurst Park in 19038 
to raise funds to send poor children into the 
country for a holiday. Among the offerings was 
a little 2-year-old filly called Rosaline, donated 
by J. B. Joel. She was by Trenton out of Rosalys, 
a Bend Or mare whose previous and later pro- 
ducing record was quite poor. Her immediate 
family was rather undistinguished, and since 
there was nothing much to recommend her she 
brought only 25 guineas. The buyer was the 
noted pedigree expert William Allison, but it 
does not seem likely that he had hit upon this 
unraced and unprepossessing filly as a source of 
greatness. Her pedigree was acceptable enough, 
but nothing, special, as the price indicated, and 
she was not from a “sire family” or even “inbred 
to a sire family,” as Mr. Allison undoubtedly 
would have preferred. 

It was not thought worth while to bother with 
training Rosaline, and the following spring, as a 
3-year-old, she was bred to Collar and later in 
the year sold for 200 guineas to J. A. Doyle, who 
in 1906 bred her to St. Frusquin and got the Oaks 
winner *Rosedrop, which gets her imported mark 
because late in her life Walter J. Salmon pur- 
chased her for his then new stud. Rosalys was 
exported to Germany, and Rosaline to South 
America, which suggests what the English breed- 
ers thought of the family. 

Among students and breeders of Thoroughbreds 
there is a very strong disposition to search for 
high merit among “good families.’”” We no longer 
hear very often, in so many words, the slogan, 
“The family is greater than the individual,” be- 
cause it simply won’t stand up. But the basic 
idea persists in the minds of many breeders that 
families and “good pedigrees” offer a better risk 
than the individual which has distinguished itself 
either by its own performances or those of its 
progeny. Gainsborough is but one of many great 
stallions whose pedigrees have become good only 
because they made them so. When *Rosedrop was 
foaled in 1907 it was ten generations back before 
one found a distinguished sire in this branch of 
the No. 2 family, but in the course of a few years 
‘4 was to turn out Gainsborough and *Teddy. 

May Queen, by the undistinguished sire Claret, 
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was the fifth dam of Gainsborough and the fourth 
dam of *Teddy. 


Hennessy vs. Sanford 


* PD OSEDROP, a filly with a flaxen mane and 
tail, was purchased as a yearling for 700 
guineas by Sir William Bass, for whom she won 
the Oaks of 1910. There were some other changes 
of ownership, both before and after her sale as 
a yearling, and eventually she was bought pri- 
vately, about 1913, by Lady James Douglas, a 
daughter of the Irish family of Hennessy which 
moved to France in the eighteenth century and 
proceeded to make its name famous by putting 
it on bottles containing various delectable drinks. 
In 1916 Lady James Douglas had for sale a 
smallish yearling colt by Bayardo out of *Rose- 
drop, a colt which she had named Gainsborough. 
According to the Bloodstock Breeders’ Review of 
1918, having failed to find a name she considered 
euphonious and appropriate to the sire and dam, 
Lady James Douglas at length gave up the search 
and picked up a railway guide, through which 
she began turning. When her eye lit upon Gains- 
borough she told herself, ‘That will do; it sounds 
well and has a good masculine ring about it.” 
But this story apparently was denied some years 
later and Lady James is said to have stated very 
definitely that the name commemorated the 
famous painter.

It was in the midst of the war which, through 
lack of adequate foresight, was called the World 
War. Yearlings were not selling very well, and 
Lady James Douglas sent Gainsborough into the 
ring with a reserve price of 2,000 guineas. The 
late John Sanford, owner of Hurricana Farm at 
Amsterdam in the lower Adirondack Mountains 
of New York State and one of the stalwarts of 
the American Turf for many years, had com- 
missioned the late W. F. Smith to bid up to 2,000 
guineas for the colt. But Mr. Smith looked Gains- 
borough over, decided that he was too heavy for 
his legs and might not stand training (and pos- 
sibly that he was too small), and did not bid—or 
at least did not bid his authorized limit. So the 
bidding got only to 1,800 guineas and Gainsbor- 
ough was not sold. 

When Mr. Sanford heard of this he cabled Mr. 
Smith to buy Gainsborough privately for 2,500 
guineas. But the Irish had come up in Lady 
James Douglas, and she refused. Higher offers 
followed, and more rejections—and more Irish. 
“Why didn’t they bid for him when they had the 
chance?” said his owner. “He’s still mine and 
he’ll stay mine. I haven’t got to sell him.” 

So that was that. And Gainsborough became 
the most distinguished race horse of the war 
years in England, winning the wartime substi- 
tutes for the triple crown classics, the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas, Derby, and St. Leger. There were 
some defeats, but no question as to which was 
the best horse. 

One of the defeats was suffered in his last race, 
the Jockey Club Stakes, in which he was at odds 
of 11 to 2 on, or 2 to 11, as we would say over 
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GAINSBOROUGH, 
one of the most famous 
sires of the century, died 
recently at the Harwood 
Stud in England, where 
he was foaled 30 years 
ago. Winner of the war- 
time triple crown of 1918, 
he was sire of Hyperion, 
Solario, Singapore, Bob- 
sleigh, and other high- 
class horses.

here. The winner was Prince Chimay, and horse- 
men in England have been puzzling ever since 
over the reason for that defeat. It is just barely 
possible, though I have never seen it mentioned 
as a possibility, that Prince Chimay was a better 
horse on that particular day. At least, Prince 
Chimay, a son of Chaucer, went to France and 
got Vatout, a horse that was good enough to get 
from the great producer Plucky Liege, in her ex- 
treme age, a colt, Bois Roussel, which ranked 
higher in racing class than any of her other five 
sparkling sons. 


The Male Line 


N a brief digression above is an allusion to the 

immediate family of Gainsborough, as a com- 
mentary on the differences between foresight and 
hindsight in the judgment of pedigrees. Here it 
may be permissible to digress again, as the same 
differences are apparent in Gainsborough’s male 
line as in the female line (family). 

Bayardo, the sire of Gainsborough, got one 
other top-class son, Gay Crusader, whose record 
as a sire was moderate. Bayardo himself, though 
a great racer, was outranked as a sire by several 
of his contemporaries. His sire, Bay Ronald, 
whose male line has carried on all over the world, 
was himself not extraordinarily successful in his 
own day. As a matter of fact, when Gainsbor- 
ough entered the stud in 1920 the Hampton male 
line ranked very poorly as compared with the 
lines of Bend Or, Galopin, Sterling, and Speculum. 

These generalizations are set forth here, not to 
belittle anything, or to do any second-guessing, 
but simply to point out that neither the male line 
nor the female family of Gainsborough offered 
any assistance whatever toward predicting the 
stud success which he achieved. 

What, then, was significant in predicting that 
success? The racing class of the horse himself, 
plus the opportunities which came his way. This 
is not, of course, a sure means of arriving at 
such predictions. It is, to date, only the best we 
have. (The opportunities are absolutely neces- 
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sary. If, for instance, Mr. Sanford had been 
able to buy Gainsborough and settle him in the 
Adirondacks, there is little probability that horse- 
men would ever have needed to use the expression 
“the Gainsborough male line.” One breeder in a 
remote spot, regardless of the excellence of his 
own stock, has only the faintest chance of per- 
petuating a strong male line through two or more 
generations.) 

It will be interesting to look for a moment at 
this male line in terms of the individual stallions 
and mares which have made it what it is. Its 
leading representative today is, of course, Lord 
Derby’s great stallion Hyperion. Most of Hy- 
perion’s most distinguished progeny have been the 
sons and daughters of good race mares. (In Eng- 
land, to a far greater extent than in America, the 
best race mares are bred to the best race horses— 
a fact which makes for a vast difference between 
the two countries, as regards breeding.) 

Hyperion himself was by Gainsborough out of 
Selene, a mare of extremely high class and a 
great producer even if Hyperion had never been 
foaled. Gainsborough was by the great race 
horse Bayardo out of *Rosedrop, which won the 
Oaks and other stakes. Bayardo was by Bay 
Ronald out of Galicia, a mare which was a stakes 
winner of good class, though not approaching top 
class, and which also produced another top-class 
horse in Lemberg. 

Heredity being the chancy thing it is, this 
pattern cannot be continued indefinitely in a 
straight line. But it is significant that there is 
not a non-winner of either sex in the first three 
generations of Hyperion’s pedigree, with the ex- 
ception of the unraced Rosaline. And in the case 
of Rosaline, as has been pointed out, the pedigree 
certainly established no clue to her potentiality 
toward becoming the ancestress of a Gainsbor- 
ough. 

That is to say, the male line of Gainsborough is 
not a male line at all, but simply a sorting out, 
at every mating, of racing and breeding class of 
the individuals concerned in the mating. Scratch

Beginning with the 1940 crop of foals, the first 
to arrive after Challedon’s highly successful 3- 
year-old season, the *Challenger II—*Sir Galla- 
had III nick has been copied 14 times, resulting 
in seven winners and two stakes winners, both 
fillies, Dare Me and Gallorette. Another similarly 
bred stakes winner is Challenge Me, out of Cash 
Book, by *Bull Dog, brother to *Sir Gallahad III. 

After proving herself superior to everything in 
the first division of the Wood Memorial with the 
exception of Jeep, W. L. Brann’s Gallorette came 
to the Acorn Stakes looking like one of the best 
fillies in the East. But the C. V. Whitney entry 
of Monsoon and Recce appeared just a little too 
formidable to the bettors and went postward the 
favorite, with the *Challenger II filly second 
choice. 

Recce set the pace for six furlongs then tired 
and finished third as Gallorette, under urging 
from Arcaro, took the lead in the stretch and held 
on to beat Monsoon a length and a half. The lat- 
ter was eased back as Gallorette bore over sharp- 
ly entering the stretch and was unable thereafter 
—- more than keep the winner driving to the 
end. 

In the Pimlico Oaks, which ranks with the 
Acorn among the best filly races in America, Gal- 
lorette was at odds of 85 cents on the dollar. As 
in the Acorn, she followed closely the pace of 
Recce and took the lead from her in the stretch— 
though with more difficulty. The margins be- 
tween the first three were slightly less than a 
length. The big Be Faithful, slow to get into full 
stride, ran an excellent race, suggesting that she 
will be heard from later.

When Miss Keeneland and Twilight Tear were 
2-year-olds there was not much difference in their 
class. On public form most handicappers gave 
Miss Keeneland a shade more than the daughter 
of Bull Lea. Twilight Tear went on to become 
one of the great fillies of American racing and 
moved about the country beating top-class horses 
with quiet confidence as if it were all in the day’s 
work. But Miss Keeneland fretted and fussed, 
pulled and plunged, worried herself and her han- 
dlers to distraction. In many races she threw 
away her chances by long, futile quarrels against 
going into the stall gates like a good girl. 

Coming up to the Top Flight Handicap, a race 
which Calumet Farm had won two years earlier 
with Mar-Kell, Miss Keeneland’s past perform- 
ances were so poor that she went to the post at 
7% to 1, the second-longest odds in the field. Com- 
ing up to the gate she put on one of her best 
shows. She tossed Jockey Alfred Snider, ran 
away about an eighth of a mile, was caught, 
brought back, and after about seven minutes of 
tussling shoved into the stall gate. 

But this time she still had a race left. She 
was restrained off the pace of Bertie S. and Let- 
menow, came up fast in the last furlong, and won 
by a length. Legend Bearer got up just at the 
end to beat Bertie S. a head for second place.

For his many large investments in Thorough- 
bred racing stock the New Orleans oil man Wil- 
liam Helis has had, in the main, small returns, a 
fact which seems to be the least of his worries. 
But Mr. Helis, nevertheless, must have taken 
great delight in *Rounders, the Irish-bred horse 
which he bought late in January, 1944, from Hen- 
ry Knight immediately after Mr. Knight had 
swung the biggest private horse deal of recent 
years by purchasing *Rounders and 148 other 
Thoroughbreds from the estate of Emerson F.

The Preakness field was at the post only a min- 
ute, and when the gates opened the joint favorites, 
Hoop, Jr. and Pavot, came out quickest, from post 
positions two and one, respectively. But Wayne 
D. Wright, driving hard with Polynesian from the 
seventh post position, quickly got to the front and 
moved his horse down to the rail, where he settled 
down to make the pace under light restraint. 

The race for the most part resembled a well or- 
dered parade, with Polynesian in front, The Doge 
second, Hoop, Jr. third, and Pavot fourth. Darby 
Dieppe, despite his good performances in the Blue 
Grass Stakes and Kentucky Derby, had gone to 
the post at odds better than 21 to 1. He was last 
for the first half-mile, passed Alexis in the next 
quarter, and then made play for the leaders in 
the fashion which is making him famous. 

In the stretch The Doge dropped out of conten- 
tion, and as he came back he got in the way of 


Pavot and bothered him slightly. Darby Dieppe 
made his run, as usual, along the rail. Jockeys 
Albert Snider and George Woolf, riding the fa- 
vorites, called on Hoop, Jr. and Pavot for what- 
ever speed they had, and neither had it. 

Hoop, Jr., apparently in pain, did not have the 
smooth power that had brought him victory in the 
Kentucky Derby a week earlier. In the last fur- 
long he swerved over toward the rail, and thus 
probably saved second money. As he went over 
he caught the fast-finishing Darby Dieppe in close 
quarters along the rail and the latter’s rider, M. 
Calvert, was seen to rise and throw his weight 
against the colt’s mouth. Darby Dieppe was 
beaten a neck for place money. Pavot had no 
extra speed for the final drive. 

When Pavot was beaten in the Withers a week 
earlier by Polynesian his first defeat had been ex- 
cused on the ground that he may have been 
“short” (short of sufficient training), despite his 
excellent workouts. After the Preakness he was 
set down as a grand 2-year-old that had failed to 
make the grade for the longer distances. He 
would be so classified until he had shown that this 
appraisal was in error. 

For Hoop, Jr. the paths of glory had led right 
back to the farm. He went into the race appear- 
ing “gimpy.” He came out of it with a bowed 
tendon. If he ever came back to the races, it 
would not be soon. 

The new hero of the 3-year-old ranks, the aptly 
named Polynesian, is no makeshift champion. De- 
spite an unusual and still undiagnosed ailment as 
a 2-year-old, he now has a total record of 14 
starts, seven wins, one second, four thirds, and 
$104,330 in earnings. (For family particulars 


and other notes see THE BLoop-HorseE of June 16, 
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page 883). He appears only recently to have 
come into full possession of his potential class. 

He succeeds to the precarious leadership of the 
3-year-old colts after the removal, by defeat or 
disaster, of such good ones as Free for All, Hoop, 
Jr., Pavot, and Pot o’ Luck. If he manages to 
maintain his place for some time, it will be in 
spite of a tradition in his own family. 

Black Maria, the third dam of Polynesian, was 
a daughter of the Sardanapale mare *Bird Loose, 
which produced two stakes winners, Head Cover 
and Black Maria herself, then two foals which 
failed to get to the races. For years thereafter 
*Bird Loose was a headache to veterinarians; she 
never produced a foal again. Black Maria was 
one of the best race mares of the 1920’s, but she 
died after producing one foai, Black Queen, at 
W. R. Coe’s Shoshone Stud (now Spindletop 
Farm) at Lexington. 

Black Queen was a race mare of high class and 
extreme speed. At Arlington Park as a 3-year- 
old she won at six furlongs in 1:1045. She never 
won a stakes race, but placed in such fixtures, in- 
cluding a second to Dark Secret in the Laurel 
Stakes and a second to Coequel in the Ladies’ 
Handicap. In the fall of 1935 the Coe stud was 
dispersed by public auction. Out of the sale 
George D. Widener got Dinner Time, carrying 
Eight Thirty, for $6,000, and Joseph E. Widener 
(with Olin Gentry bidding) got Black Queen, 
carrying her first foal, Black Polly, for $8,000. 

At Elmendorf Farm Black Queen’s foals have 
carried on the tradition—the most notable in- 
stance being in the case of her second foal, Perida, 
a Chance Shot filly which had to be destroyed 
after proving one of the best 2-year-olds of 1939. 
Black Polly, Black Queen’s first foal, was fast, 
but ran only three times, winning one race, at 
Keenelaid. Retired to the stud she produced two 
foals, the Chance Shot gelding Black Shot and 
then Polynesian. When the latter was about 
three weeks old Black Polly died of a colic, and 
Polynesian was raised on a cow’s milk formula 
fed from a bucket. 


Peter -A. B. Widener, owner of Elmendorf 
Farm, had Polynesian in his own name for about 
ten days. In the fall of 1943 he came into pos- 
session of the colt when his father’s estate was 
settled. He then presented the promising young- 
ster to his wife on the occasion of their wedding 
anniversary. 


With the following crop of foals Elmendorf 
entered the field of breeding for the auction mar- 
ket, and nearly all its produce in the future will 
be offered for sale.

Devil Diver, generally acknowledged, officially 
and otherwise, to be the leading handicap per- 
former of the country, has rarely had at his dis- 
posal such easy pickings as the Suburban af- 
forded, or such good fortune in a rich race. He 
teamed up again with Eddie Arcaro to re-enact, 
somewhat less comically, the script which brought 
him victory last September in the less valuable 
Manhattan Handicap at Belmont Park. As in the 
1%-mile Manhattan, he had three opponents rid- 
den by jockeys who apparently had instructions 
not to get ahead of the 1-to-2 favorite in the early 
running. As in the Manhattan, he was allowed 
by Arcaro to take full advantage of the situation, 
cruising the first half-mile in the slow time of 
50% seconds and the mile in 1:39. Thus his speed 
was still left for the stretch run, and in the final 
furlong Arcaro drew his whip and drove him out 
to win by two lengths, under the highest weight 
carried to victory in the famous old Suburban 
since 1933, when Equipoise had 132 pounds. 

Devil Diver’s record now reads 46 starts, 22 
wins, 11 seconds, three thirds, $251,064 earned.

HORNET'S BEAUTY 


UNNY thing about that reference weeks ago to 
Harry Martin and Hornet’s Beauty in THE 
BLoop-HorsE is that just after the story was pub- 
lished of the untimely end of Harry Martin in 
Switzerland, Willie Brennan, Mike Miles and I 
were talking about Martin and this same horse 
while sitting in the Hotel Roosevelt, New York. 
The late Andrew Jackson Joyner retained a 
lively appreciation of the gelded son of Treden- 
nis—Hornet, by Hackler, as this gelding matched 
strides with horses trained by Mr. Joyner for the 
late Harry Payne Whitney on more than one oc- 
casion. 

Mr. Joyner used to dwell on the number of good 
sprinters in England while he was training there 
from 1909 to 1915, horses such as *Spanish Prince 
II, which later came to this country, Hornet’s 
Beauty, Golden Sun, Absurd, and his own trio 
Whisk Broom II, Borrow, and Harmonicon. Willie 
Brennan was also in England at the time. He 
was travelling head lad for Major Richard Daw- 
son, who trained for the late Earl of Carnarvon, 
and that sportsman’s Mustapha encountered Hor- 
net’s Beauty on more than one British race 
course. Mustapha, incidentally, finished second in 
the Cambridgeshire three years running, 1909, 
1910, and 1911. 

Hornet’s Beauty, like many another good horse, 
was bred in Ireland. His dam Hornet, foaled in 
1897, was by Hackler out of Madge, by Heart of 
Oak, and produced 11 foals, of which Hornet’s 
Beauty was the fourth, before dying in 1922. The 
only one of her foals other than Hornet’s Beauty 
that won as much as $5,000 was Hornet’s Treas- 
ure, by General Symons, foaled in 1911 winner of 
one race at two and one at three, both at The Cur- 
ragh, worth collectively $8,890. Hornet, inciden- 
tally won three races in Ireland worth $7,470. 

Hornet’s Beauty won all three of his starts in 
Ireland at two, in 1910, in the colors of J. H. Tay- 
lor, and was ridden in these races by A. Sharples. 
He was sold to Sir William Cook and thereafter, 
until his retirement at the end of 1915 he always 
ran in his new owner’s “purple, scarlet sleeves 
and cap.”” One P. P. Peebles trained him at three, 
Felix Leach trained him at four, five, and six, and 
Elsey trained him the last year he raced. 

Hornet’s Beauty won all 15 of his races in 
England at three, and Harry Martin rode him in 
nine of them. Martin and Hornet’s Beauty be- 
came acquainted with each other at Derby March 
29, when they collaborated in winning the Chats- 
worth Stakes, one mile, value $585, by five 
lengths. Hornet’s Beauty, whose fifth start and 
fifth victory it was, was held at the somewhat un- 
backable odds of 14 to 100. 

At Ascot that June Hornet’s Beauty won three 
races in four days, the Trial Stakes, seven fur- 
longs, the Fern Hill Stakes, five furlongs, and the 
King’s Stand Stakes, five furlongs. It was at 
Ascot that he met, for the first time, horses with 
pretensions to class. Among those beaten by him 
in these three races were Mustapha, Dean Swift, 
Sunspot. In the Fern Hill Stakes Hornet’s Beau- 
ty was ridden by Herbert Jones, the reason being 
Mr. Joyner retained the services of Harry Martin 
for Iron Mask, a very fast horse as he later 
proved in this country, but despite the sundering 
of the partnership between horse and rider. Hor- 
net’s Beauty went on to beat Iron Mask four 
lengths. For that matter, Hornet’s Beauty was 
never beaten at Ascot. At five he won the AIll- 
Aged Stakes, six furlongs, with 141 pounds, and

Other yearlings sold in the 1944 sale have 
placed in stakes at two this season, and 
many other starters are winners to date. 


Many horsemen have contended for years 
that yearlings would develop into better 
race horses if they were not shipped great 
distances as yearlings to be sold. The out- 
standing race records of the two crops sold 
at Keeneland Race Course seems to bear out 
their contention.

Aged Stakes, this time with 145 pounds. 

In all, Hornet’s Beauty and Harry Martin won 
15 races together, and were beaten twice, finishing 
second once and third once. 

Lucien Lyne possesses the melancholy distinc- 
tion of having been the first jockey to ride Hor- 
net’s Beauty when that gelding was beaten. We 
were talking this race over at Lyne’s house at 
Maisons-Laffitte in the autumn of 1933. Lyne’s 
father-in-law, the late Victor de Neuter, a most 
charming gentleman, a great raconteur, a first- 
class trainer, and a good judge of horses and 
champagne, also gave some sidelights on the race 
in question. It was the Grand International 
d’Ostende, the distance of which was 1%4 miles. 
Harry Martin refused to go to Ostend to ride 
Hornet’s Beauty, so when the horse and his train- 
er arrived Lucien Lyne, who had been in Belgium 
since the autumn of 1908 riding for a man named 
de Ribacourt, was asked to take the mount. This 
he did, somewhat reluctantly, he admitted, as he 
was certain the distance was too far for the Irish 
gelding. The result of the race proved the sound- 
ness of his opinion, as Hornet’s Beauty was beat- 
en off. (Moreover, it was Hornet’s Beauty’s thir- 
teenth start. The superstitious may also point 
out Morvich won 12 races in succession and was 
beaten in his thirteenth, and that Tremont went 
wrong in the running of his thirteenth race and 
while he won he never ran again.) 

The first time the team of Hornet’s Beauty and 
Harry Martin failed to come down in front was 
in their fourteenth foray, at Newmarket in the 
July Cup, six furlongs, in 1913. Hornet’s Beauty, 
139 pounds, was held at 5 to 4. J. B. Joel’s *Span- 
ish Prince II, 142 pounds, was 11 to 10, and the 
son of Ugly—Galazora, ridden by Frank Wooten, 
won by half a length with the aged American- 
bred Sir Martin, 130 pounds, an 8-1 chance, third 
two lengths farther back. 

The only other time Hornet’s Beauty and Mar- 
tin failed to live up to the confidence of their sup- 
porters was that same year in the Challenge 
Stakes at Newmarket, in which Hornet’s Beauty, 
141 pounds, favorite at 11 to 10, finished third to 
Harry Payne Whitney’s Borrow, 128 pounds, rid- 
den by Danny Maher. The winner finished a head 
in front of J. B. Joel’s White Star, 4, 136, with 
Hornet’s Beauty third a length away. 

Hornet’s Beauty was never beaten at two and 
three in Ireland or England, winning 18 succes- 
sive races on those islands, the break occurring 
at Ostend. Hornet’s Beauty’s first defeat in Eng- 
land occurred at Lincoln, March 26, 1912, when he 
was four, in the Lincolnshire Handicap, one mile, 
17 starters, won by Solly Joel’s French-bred 
Longset, 5, 114 pounds, ridden by Billy Higgs. It 
was reckoned the class of the field and the dis- 
tance of the race would be too much for Hornet’s 
Beauty, which carried 132 pounds, was fifth choice 
at 10 to 1, was ridden by Fred Winter and fin- 
ished fourth—a first-class effort, everything con- 
sidered. 

He was beaten again at Kempton May 11 in the 
Great Jubilee, the distance of which was 1% 
miles. Hornet’s Beauty was favorite at 100 to 30 
despite his 129 pounds. He was again ridden by 
Winter, and finished unplaced, the winner turn- 
ing up in Dermot McCalmot’s Bachelor’s Hope, 
100 pounds, with Whisk Broom II, 123 pounds, 
beaten four lengths. 

The firm of Hornet’s Beauty and Harry Martin 
did not operate all year but Hornet’s Beauty won 
his remaining starts, the Challenge Stakes and 
the Final Plate at Manchester. Hornet’s Beauty’s

last race was at Newmarket October 29, 1915, the 
Queensbury Handicap, five furlongs, won by His 
Majesty’s Friar Marcus. *Wormleighton, which 
Lucien Lyne later shipped to Kentucky, was sec- 
ond, and Lord Michelham’s Plucky Liege, later 
the dam of *Sir Gallahad III, *Bull Dog, et al 
was third. Hornet’s Beauty was unplaced. 

In all this gallant gelding raced during five sea- 
sons, starting in 50 races, winning 31, finishing 
second in three, third in two, unplaced in 14, 
earning $62,905. NEIL NEWMAN

any great male line and find beneath the thin 
veneer the solid wood of good and great mares. 
So much for sermonizing. 


Stud Record 


HE stud record of Gainsborough was the sub- 
ject of an illuminating discussion by A. S. 
Hewitt in THE BLoop-HorsE of November 4, 1944, 
and in the following issue, which dealt chiefly 
with Hyperion and his sons. Mr. Hewitt’s ar- 
ticles on ““Modern British Strains’ were more en- 
lightening than any similar discussion we have 
seen in recent years, and those who have the back 
numbers of the magazine could, with some profit, 
put them on the list of required re-reading. 
Here, perhaps, we need only catalogue briefly 
a few of the more distinguished horses among ap- 
proximately 170 winners got by Gainsborough. 
These included Hyperion, best of his year, winner 
of £29,509 in first monies, and three times leading 
sire in England; Orwell, winner of £29,251, a 2- 
year-old of the highest class, and winner of the 
Two Thousand Guineas, but not up to the longer 
classic distances; Solario, £20,935, winner of the 
St. Leger, leading sire in 1937, sire of the Derby 
winners Mid-day Sun and Straight Deal, the One 
Thousand and Oaks winner Exhibitionnist, and 
*Bahram’s high-class half-brother Dastur; the St. 
Leger winner Singapore; Tournesol, which be- 
came Japan’s outstanding sire; High Art, which 
did well as a sire in Australia; and numerous 
others such as Vermilion Pencil, Costaki Pasha,

Daughters of Gainsborough have produced 
Cameronian, *Mahmoud, the Irish classic winners 
Museum and Phideas, and numerous others. 

The first foals of Gainsborough came in 1921, 
the last in 1941. In 1940 the old hero was bred 
to three mares, all of which produced foals, two 
of them winners at two in 1943—the first 2-year- 
old winners he had had in four years. In general, 
the Gainsboroughs excelled at three, the year of 
the classics, rather than earlier or later. He was 
twice leading sire, in 1932 and 1933, and was 
regularly among the leaders from 1924 through 
1937. Through 1944 his get had won in England 
a total of 474 races and £340,143 % in first monies. 

The male line of Gainsborough has not been 
transplanted to the United States in significant 
numbers of stallions. Attempts were made to buy 
for importation, not only Gainsborough himself, 
but his two most successful sons, Solario and Hy- 
perion, but they came to nothing. Dastur (by 
Solario) has been considered by several breeders, 
but without action. 


As far as American breeders are concerned 
today, however, there is no Gainsborough line— 
only Hyperion and his sons. The best sons of 
Hyperion to reach America thus far are *Heliopo- 
lis, Pensive (which came in utero), and *Hypno- 
tist II. Whatever other importations may be 
made in the future, they will meet such stiff com- 
petition that it will be an extraordinary achieve- 
ment if the house of Gainsborough establishes it- 
self solidly in this country in the next dozen years.

The Grande Premio Cruzeiro do Sul has a long 
history. It was inaugurated in 1883 and has been 
renewed annually, except in 1886. The 1945 re- 
newal was its sixty-second. In its long history, 
only one sire has had more than two winners, the 
famous North-American-bred Novelty, whose 
three winners were Liette, a very good filly 
(1922), the colt Nemo (1923), and the great racer 
and later sire Santarem (1928). Santarem gave 
us two Derby winners, Funny Boy (1937) and 
Ever Ready (1944). Another son of Novelty, not 
a Derby winner himself, Kitchener, sired a winner 
of this important race, the grey Mossgro (1933). 
Thus Novelty is responsible in tail-male descent, 
for six Derby winners in Brazil. He is the sire of 
the third dam of this year’s winner. 

The 1945 renewal of the Cruzeiro do Sul began 
with a good start. Piccadilly took the lead, with 
Fontaine second, Marrocos third, followed by Ty- 
phoon, Fulgor, Heleno, and the others, in which 
position they stayed until they entered the back 
stretch. Then Estouvado improved his position, 
Typhoon lost ground, and Piccadilly kept his two- 
length lead over Fontaine, the favorite, setting a 
medium pace. At the big turn, however, Fon- 
taine advanced within one length of the leader, 
with the others dense behind her. When they en- 
tered the stretch, Piccadilly was still in front, but 
EK. Castillo sent Fontaine forward at full speed. 
Piceadilly resisted for a furlong, but could do no 
more. Two furlongs from home Fontaine was 
two lengths ahead of Piccadilly with Grey Lady 
in third place.

Mix-Up of the Easy Mons 


Jamaica stewards announced a few weeks ago a 
case of mistaken identity in two 2-year-old colts, 
both starters at the meeting, in the stable of 
Trainer Sol Rutchick. Both are chestnut colts by 
Easy Mon, one out of Que Gato, by Blue Lark- 
spur, the other out of Manspell, by Man o’ War. 
The former, named Grandpa Max, is owned by A. 
L. Kleven, and the latter is Easy Spell, owned by 
Fred Lansburgh. Henry H. Knight was breeder 
of both colts, and it was through Marvin H. 
Childs, manager of Mr. Knight’s Almahurst Farm 
in Jessamine County, Kentucky, that their iden- 
tity was set right. 

On May 21, the opening day at Jamaica, the 
colt supposed to be Easy Spell, but really Grand- 
pa Max, won the first race over Mrs. Vera 8S. 
Bragg’s Twenty-Six, the favorite. On May 23, 
the colt listed on the program as Grandpa Max 
5ut really Easy Spell, ran last in a maiden race. 

Representatives of the horse ideniification bu- 
reau of The Jockey Club had taken the markings 
of the two colts before the opening of the Jamaica 
season. As both have identical marks on the fore- 
head, the inspectors noted the white mark on the 
coronet of the one they were told was Easy Spell. 
When the registration certificate was produced in 
the paddock before the race of the supposed Easy 
Spell it contained no mention of white on his cor- 
onet. The horse was permitted to start, as it was 
considered an oversight in making the registra- 
tion and Trainer Rutchick was asked to verify the 
markings later. 

An affidavit from Mr. Childs definitely estab- 
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lished the mistaken identity of the two colts, but 


in the meantime Easy Spell had started as Grand- 
pa Max. The stewards took away the purse won 
by Grandpa Max as Easy Spell on opening day 
and gave it to Mrs. Bragg’s Twenty-Six, but ab- 
solved Trainer Rutchick of any intention to com- 
mit error. 

Since then both Easy Spell and Grandpa Max 
— purses about which no questions were 
raised.

Heavy Action 


ONDON, June 4.—I am very glad to hear that 
your non-racing ordeal is over, although de- 
tails reaching this country are, as yet, very scrap- 
py. We get a certain amount of sporting intelli- 
gence from America, but the technical press here 
has not enough space with which to cover our own 
domestic sport, let alone other people’s. 

You will understand that the only topic here at 
the moment is that of the forthcoming Derby, a 
subject with which I do not propose to deal, as 
the Derby will have been run by the time this 
message is printed. I may mention, however, in 
passing, that there appears to be an unprece- 
dented amount of betting on the coming race. 
Whether this is because people are relaxing a lit- 
tle now that the European war is over, or whether 
it is because the race itself seems so very open, I 
cannot say. 

I do know, however, that the clerk of the course 
at Newmarket is preparing for a very big crowd, 
and that the Tote organizatica is being consider- 
ably reinforced. Even so, the heaviest betting is 
taking place now, at the starting-price offices. 
There are plenty of layers who are making £100,- 
000 books on the race; in addition, a lot of them 
have to carry forward winning “doubles” from 
Court Martial, which won the Two Thousand 
Guineas. It is the regular custom here fore ante- 
post bets to be made on the Guineas and Derby, 
and Court Martial was, of course, a well fancied 
Guineas winner. 


Stop-Gap Racing Dates 


T has been possible in the preceding war years 

for the stewards to arrange two sets of fixture 
lists, one for the first half of the season (April 
to June) and one for the second half (July to 
October). This year, however, we find ourselves 
still waiting for a second-half season fixture list. 
I gather that the reason is that there will be sev- 
eral more courses available in the late summer 
and autumn, and that the stewards need a little 
time in which to make the necessary arrange- 
ments. In the meantime, therefore, there has 
been published a stop-gap fixture list for the 
month of July. This is much as before, except 
that we are to have a three-day meeting at New- 
market, the first since 1941. Otherwise the rac- 
ing will be as before and on the same courses as 
before. 

There is, however, one very welcome and im- 
portant change. At every fixture in this July 
schedule, there will be two open races a day. 
Thus comes partly to an end the restriction which 
we had imposed on ourselves all through the war. 
As you may know, our five classic races and per- 
haps five more important races, like the Gold Cup, 
have been open to all comers; but the general rule 
has been that horses trained in the North could 
only race in the North, those trained at Newmar- 
ket, could only race at Newmarket, and so on. 
This has been very hard on owners, whose oppor- 
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tunities for racing their horses have been so re- 
stricted and, as I have explained before, it has 
been very bad for the horses themselves, who 
have been obliged to race on the same old tracks, 
week after week. 

We are not used to centralized racing. The ad- 
vantages of it from a financial or commercial 
point of view, are of course, considerable, and the 
Racing Reorganization Committee in its report 
published in February 1943, made a _ tentative 
recommendation that some measure of centraliza- 
tion should be introduced. The stewards made no 
pronouncement either for or against when they 
discussed the report, although there is no doubt 
that they have considered the subject very thor- 
oughly, before and since. 

Now, thanks to the war, they as well as the 
public, have had the opportunity of studying a 
part-measure of centralized racing, and it is inter- 
esting that one of the first things they have done 
since the war condition have been eased, has been 
to allow open races once again. I am fully aware 
that the “opening” of races to all comers, is not 
by any means the be-all and end-all of centraliza- 
tion. The “closed” system, however, has given 
us a little experience, and everybody I think will 
be glad to see an end of it. 


"Flapping" Brings Debarment 


HE National Hunt stewards are very con- 
cerned at the growth of “flapping.” During 
the war we have seen almost every conceivable 
form of function, under the name of shows or 
gymkhanas, being held in every part of the coun- 
try, always, of course, promoted with the sole 
object of raising funds for the Red Cros. There 
has not been a great deal wrong with most of 
these shows. A recent example is that of the 
Royal Windsor Horse Show, which was attended 
by the King and Queen, and in which the Princess 
Elizabeth and her sister gained an award in the 
class for private turnouts. The type of show, 
however, which has been giving all the trouble, is 
that which has included riding events in which 
neither the horses nor the riders were particular- 
ly reputable... Anybody, in fact, could enter or 
run, for there was no authority to control them. 
There was very heavy betting on these events, and 
I believe a good deal of welshing on the part of 
some of the bookmakers. Even the types of the 
events run have been most undesirable. I was 
told only the other day of one such, in which chil- 
dren of 11 years old were riding ponies in a mile 
and a half race. This cannot have been particu- 
larly good, either as an exercise for the children, 
or as a race for the ponies, but it was good enough 
to bet on, and I am told, was very popular. ‘ 
It is argued that, if people like this sort of 
thing, they should not be debarred from having it; 
this, after all, is a free country. But, without 
going too deeply into the ethics of the matter, it 
may be reasonable to suggest that every form of 
sport or amusement, in the end, is the better for 
control. Now, the National Hunt Committee can- 
not control such affairs, but they can at least, 
debar those who compete in them from racing 
under National Hunt rules. They have, therefore, 
issued a warning to this effect. In justice to the 
N. H. C., which is a very liberal-minded body, 
they have issued their warning for the guidance 
and protection of those who may have unwittingly 
taken part in these functions without knowing 
a they would not be eligible to compete under 
rules.
